Nobody cun blame \\\t officials, of the Indian 
affRir^ branch, u’ho did uhat the law allowed them 
to do. But the law Is at fault , ! 

Thoie should be more generous provision for 
aid to Indian adult student,s^ ! 

Perhaps men like Mr, Pauli could be granted a 
home living-allowance similar to that which wa.s ■ 
paid to war velrrams attending school and univer- , 
sity. Some ol the amount could be a long-toro loan, 

^ 1 have heard people ask; "Why should Induns 
get spocial aid that others do not receive’" 

There are several answers to this question. I 
One Is that the government has special written and 
unwritten obligations to the Indiaas. who were the 
owners of the country, and have been unfairly 
treated in the paal. 

Another anawer is that Imiians are an ^ 
nomleally depressed group. There are wide differ¬ 
ences among them. Just as there are among non- 
Indians, hut the levfl of hoasing. health and educa¬ 
tion among non-Indians is substandard. 

The best wav to tackle a problem of this kind 
Is from the Inside At the risk of being tedious. 1 
would like to repeal what I said several years ago 
—that outstanding Indian people should be encour¬ 
aged to gain a good education and come back to 
live in iheir home communities, to provide leader- 
shlp and example. 

Thi» plan runs dlrei-lly counter lo the policy 
which has been the offUaal policy of C anada s 
Indian affairs branch in limes past: "Get them off 
the reserve, and keep them off."

It has made valuable progreiw in paving the 
way of young Indian students through provincial 

schools. , . 

The average level of educalion among Ihe 
native piHipjr has come up a long way. 

However, tswause of .special circumstances, 
mans Indians leave school too early. When a 
grown-up wants to go back lo school, a way should 
^ found to give him suhslantial help. 

"This kind of sjiending is an investment which 
will it*pay itself in a higher standard of living and 
les.s need for welfare grants 

Just because Indians learn the ways o( the 
non-Indian world, there is no reason for thein to 
turn Iheir hacks on Ihe art. song and stones of their 

ancestors , . j 

Knowledge of their own background, and pride 
in it. will help to give them strength. For a long 
time they were told Ihai their own traditions were 
had. pagan, disgusting. But^thls damaging policy 
is now fading «il. and Indians are being en¬ 
couraged lo lake' pride in their ancestral cidiure 
It is heartening new-s that my friend Oeorge 
riulesi is to receive a (’anada Touncil grant lo 
teach the danc(.s of his own people. 

Mr. Clutesi believes that Indians should go to 
school with all other I'anadlans, and yet remomlier 
Ihe things that are specially their own I think there 
will lie a place for the residential schools as well as 
the provincial schools, for some lime yet. But in 
general. Mr. Clulesi's views are beyond argumenl 
lie is a wise man

Before starling the planu back 
Into growth, they should be pruned 
drastically, cutting bach all stems to 
within lour Inches of soil levs! and 
dressing the cut ends with powdered 
charcoal. Repot Into fresh soil In s 
slightly Isrger pot, water and bring 
Into the light , 

The prunings may be cut Into six. 
Inch lengths and rMisd in a sand peat 
mixture to make rnore pianis. using a 
hormone rooting powder.
